Sweeping Reorganization 
For State Guard Company 


Brig. Gen. William J. Keville, ad- 
jutant general for the state of 
Massachusetts, has announced a far- 
reaching reorganization designed to 
modernize and streamline the Mass. 
State Guard for more effective serv- 
ice in any emergency. The reorgani- 
zation became effective December 
1. Under it, the Andover company 
will be known as the 27th company, 
and Company L, Lowell outfit which 
hag several Andover officers and 
men, will become Company 11. 
Both will now be in the same regi- 
ment, the 24th Infantry. 

The new table of organization 
will eliminate dual military forces 
in the field by setting up a single 
force under the division command- 
er, Major Gen. William A, Foley of 
Worcester. Under the old plan, the 
so-called security troops in each 
civilian defense region operated in- 
dependently of the divisional troops 
under a separate command and 
with their own individual mission. 
Confusion, delay and inefficiency be- 
came possible by such an arrange- 
ment. By unifying the organization 
and shortening the chain of com- 

mand, more prompt and effective 
action will be achieved to protect 
home and family in any emergency.

A delegation representing the An- 
dover Teachers association ap- 
peared before the school committee 
Tuesday night to request what they 
termed a “bonus,” which they de- 
fined ag an increase of a temporary 
nature, for all local school teachers.

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A Few Suggestions 
Of Interest To Andover 


Though hortatory editorials in 
general make disagreeable reading, 
the Townsman has a few sugges- 
tions to pass along this week that 
the reader well might consider. 

First ,the matter of Christmas 
mailing. If you’re sending cards or 
gifts anywhere outside New Eng- 
land, and haven’t got them in the 
mail yet, you’re already much later 
than the postoffice had hoped you 
would be. If you're mailing some- 
thing to friends in New Emgland 
for Christmas, you must do it by 
Monday to be sure of having it de- 
livered before the holiday. There’s 
nothing as ‘‘cheery” ag getting a 
Christmas gift around the first of 
January; if you doubt it, ask a 
serviceman. 


The postoflice- has reported no 
stunning rush of early Christmas 
mailing, and it is obvious that many 
Andover people have, as they do 
every year, waited until the last 
minute to mail out their gifts. Why 
they did so is quite a problem to 
anyone who thinks the matter over. 
Were they afraid the package 
would arrive in the middle of De- 
cember?
